THE SCANDALOUS STATE of law enforcement in 

our country is laid bare by events of the last few days in 

Cicero, Ill., and in the police bribery scandal in New York 


City. 


The entire world, as Gov. Dewey discovered to his 
dismay on his trip to Asia, was outraged by the four-day 
. Orgy_of racist violence in Cicero against the family and 
apartment of Harvey E. Clark, Jr., a Negro bus driver. 

The violence of mid-July has'now been capped by 
another outrage on the part of the grand jury. Of the 
123 fascist-led and police-aided rioters, none ‘was 
indicted. Instead, the grand jury has indicted and called 


for the imprisonment of Clark’s attorney, of three people ~| 


connected with the renting of the apartment to the Clark 
family, and of a fifth person for allegedly distributing a 
Communist Party leaflet in Cicero three weeks after the 
racist riot. Of these five persons indicted for “inciting to 


riot,” three are Negroes. 


As a sop, an indictment for “misconduct” was issued 
against the Cicero police chief who personally touched 
off the riot, but his conviction would not involve imprison- 


ment. 


_” By clearing the mobsters and indicting the defenders 


of the victims, the 


grand jury is attempting to legalize 


fascist violence. . It is telling any Negro who would move 


into a so-called white neighborhood that he is a lawbreaker 


and that any mobsters who would ‘attack him would be 


upholding the law.
